Twenty =eighth  Annual  Report  of  the 


School  Committee. 


We  hereby  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee  for  the  present  year  together  with  that  of  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  which  has  been  adopted. 

At  the  March  meeting  Charles  A.  Lancaster  was  elected 
to  the  Committee  in  the  place  of  T.  H.  Hoyt,  resigned. 

The  Board  was  at  once  organized  with  F.  E.  Sweetsir 
chosen  chairman  and  purchasing  agent  and  S.  D.  Ashley, 
secretary. 

Negotiations  were  at  once  begun  with  different  towns  to 
employ  a  District  Superintendent  in  accordance  with  the 
statutes. 

We  naturally  turned  to  Amesbury  as  the  most  desirable 
union  we  could  have.  After  some  correspondence  a  joint 
meeting  was  held  with  the  Amesbury  School  Committee.  We 
found  that  in  order  to  form  a  union  with  them  that  their 
Superintendent,  with  whom  they  were  well  satisfied,  demand¬ 
ed  a  salary  which  would  cost  the  town  about  double  the 
amount  it  has  ever  cost  it  for  a  Superintendent,  and  even 
at  this  cost  we  were  to  have  but  a  day  and  a  half  per  week 
instead  of  two  and  a  half  days  as  in  the  past.  This  we  felt 
was  unwarranted. 

The  other  most  available  union  was  with  North  Andover. 
A  joint  meeting  of  the  two  School  Boards  was  held  at  North 
Andover  in  April  and  a  union  was  made.  By  this  union  we 
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were  able  to  once  more  obtain  the  services  of  George 
E.  Chickering  as  Superintendent  for  the  year. 

Mr.  Chickering  served  the  town  in  a  like  capacity  in  a 
satisfactory  manner  two  years  ago,  but  because  of  the  failure 
of  the  town  to  appropriate  an  average  amount  of  money  for 
the  three  preceding  years,  the  requirements  of  the  statutes 
were  not  lived  up  to  and  Merrimac  lost  her  right  to  the 
six  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  payable  by  the  State  to 
help  pay  the  Superintendent. 

In  order  to  clear  the  law,  the  arrangement  was  made 
with  Mr.  Cutts  to  keep  the  High  School  one  session  and  in 
this  way  to  give  him  the  afternoons  to  attend  to  Superinten¬ 
dent’s  duties  at  a  small  increase  of  salary. 

Had  it  not  been  for  this,  or  a  similar  arrangement,  it 
would  have  cost  the  town  $750  for  a  Superintendent  from 
September,  1902,  to  September,  1903. 

The  one  session  system  has  been  continued  for  the  High 
School  as  it  has  been  satisfactory  to  pupils  and  parents  gener¬ 
ally. 

During  the  summer  many  much  needed  repairs  were 
made.  The  Plains  school  house  was  painted  outside.  At 
the  Center  building  Miss  French’s  and  Miss  Colby’s  rooms 
were  painted.  The  Superintendent’s  room  was  renovated 
and  put  into  a  more  suitable  place  for  an  office.  A  chimney 
was  partially  relaid. 

At  this  building  it  became  necessary  to  buy  four  new 
stoves,  as  the  old  ones  had  passed  their  usefulness  and  were 
beyond  repair.  The  result  has  been,  that  even  through  the 
severe  cold  weather,  (he  rooms  have  been  properly  heated 
without  trouble,  while  last  winter  the  schools  in  this  building 
had  to  be  dismissed  several  days,  because  it  was  impossible  to 
heat  them  to  a  safe  temperature  with  the  old  heating 
apparatus. 
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At  the  High  school  new  desks  have  been  put  in  to  the 
recitation  rooms  as  suggested  in  the  report  of  Mr.  Cutts  last 
year.  At  this  building  a  new  cellar  drain  has  been  laid  as  in 
the  Spring  there  has  been  much  water  in  the  cellar. 

Bear  Hill  school  house  has  been  thoroughly  painted  out¬ 
side  and  in  the  halls,  and  has  also  been  shingled. 

The  school  house  at  the  Port  demands  painting  to  pre¬ 
serve  the  building,  and  this  should  be  done  this  spring.  The 
front  wall  of  the  underpinning  should  also  be  relaid. 

The  increased  cost  of  coal  has  again  decidedly  increased 
the  cost  of  heating  the  schools  compared  with  former  years. 

The  report  of  the  School  Board  is  always  a  report  of  ex¬ 
pense,  but  in  this  connection  it  is  a  pleasure  for  your  Com¬ 
mittee  to  inform  you  that  on  and  after  this  year  the  money 
which  the  town  receives  from  the  Massachusetts  School  Fund 
will  be  decidedly  increased  in  amount.  Instead  of  between 
three  and  four  hundred  dollars  it  will  be  between  six  and  seven 
hundred  dollars. 

In  order  that  the  citizens  may  know  about  this  fund,  and 
just  how  this  money  must  be  expended  by  your  School  Com¬ 
mittee,  we  will  print  the  notice  which  we  received  together 
with  the  statutes  quoted. 

This  fund  was  established  by  the  Legislative  Acts  of 
1834,  Chap.  169,  providing  that  all  moneys  in  the  treasury 
derived  from  the  sale  of  lands  in  the  State  of  Maine,  and 
from  the  claims  of  the  State  on  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  for  military  services,  and  not  otherwise  appropriated, 
together  with  fifty  per  centum  of  all  moneys  thereafter  to  be 
received  from  the  sale  of  lands  in  Maine,  shall  be  appropriated 
to  constitute  a  permanent  fund  for  the  aid  and  encouragement 
of  common  schools,  provided  that  said  fund  shall  not  exceed 
one  million  dollars.” 

In  1854  (chapter  300)  an  important  act  was  passed,  pro- 
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viding  for  the  increase  of  the  fund  by  the  transfer  “of  such  a 
number  of  shares  held  by  the  Commonwealth  in  the  Western 
Railroad  Corporation,  as  will,  at  the  rate  of  one  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  a  share,  increase  the  principal  of  said  fund  to  the  amount 
of  one  million  five  hundred  dollars.” 

Again,  by  chapter  154  of  the  Acts  of  1859,  it  was  pro¬ 
vided  in  section  3,  that  “all  the  avails  of  the  moiety  of  the 
sales  of  public  lands  which  by  the  provisions  of  the  seven¬ 
teenth  chapter  of  the  resolves  of  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fiffy-seven  inure  immediately  to  the  use  of  the 
Commonwealth,  and  the  use  of  which  is  not  otherwise  pro¬ 
vided  for  in  this  act,  shall  be  added  to  the  principal  of  the 
Massachusetts  School  Fund. 

This  fund  has  increased  to  nearly  $4,000,000  at  the 
present  time. 

We  recommend  that  the  town  appropriate  for  the  coming 
year  the  sum  of  $9,000.00,  for  a  Superintendent,  conveyance 
of  pupils  and  general  school  purposes.  This  is  the  minimum 
amount  we  believe  which  the  town  should  appropriate  in  or¬ 
der  to  obtain  the  state  money  for  a  Superintendent.

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Important  Change  in  the  Method  of  Distributing 

the  Annual  Income  of  the  School  Fund. 

'  • 


Boston,  July  15,  1903. 

The  Legislature  has  unanimously  passed  a  law  which 
distributes  the  entire  annual  income  of  the  school  fund  (in¬ 
stead  of  one-half  the  income  as  heretofore)  to  the  towns 
having  a  valuation  not  exceeding  $2,500,000,  in  the  following 
manner  (chapter  456,  Acts  of  I9°3)  : 

1.  Every  town  which  complies  with  all  laws  relative  to 
the  distribution  of  said  income  and  whose  valuation  of  real 
and  personal  property,  as  shown  by  the  last  preceding 
assessors’  valuation  thereof,  does  not  exceed  one-half  million 
dollars  shall  annually  receive  five  hundred  dollars;  but  if  its 
rate  of  taxation  for  any  year  shall  be  eighteen  dollars  or  more 
on  a  thousand  dollars  it  shall  receive  seventy-five  dollars  addi¬ 
tional  ;  every  such  town  whose  valuation  is  more  than  one- 
half  million  dollars  and  does  not  exceed  one  million  dollars 
shall  receive  three  hundred  dollars ;  and  every  such  town 
whose  valuation  is  more  than  one  million  dollars  and  does  not 
exceed  two  million  dollars  shall  receive  one  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars ;  and  every  town  whose  valuation  is  more  than 
two  million  dollars  and  does  not  exceed  two  and  one-half 
million  dollars  shall  receive  seventy-five  dollars.  The  remain¬ 
der  of  said  income  shall  be  distributed  to  towns  whose 
valuation  does  not  exceed  two  and  one-half  million  dollais, 
and  whose  annual  tax  for  the  support  of  public  schools  is  not 
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less  than  one-sixth  of  their  whole  tax  for  the  year,  as  follows  : 
— Every  town  whose  school  tax  is  not  less  than  one-third  of 
its  whole  tax  shall  receive  a  proportion  of  said  remainder  ex¬ 
pressed  by  one-third  ;  every  town  whose  school  tax  is  not  less 
than  one-fourth  of  its  whole  tax  shall  receive  a  proportion  ex¬ 
pressed  by  one-fourth  ;  every  town  whose  school  tax  is  not  less 
than  one-fifth  of  its  whole  tax  shall  receive  a  proportion  ex¬ 
pressed  by  one- fifth  ;  and  every  town  whose  school  tax  is  not 
less  than  one-sixth  of  its  whole  tax  shall  receive  a  proportion 
expressed  by  one-sixth. 

2.  The  income  of  said  fund  which  has  accrued  on  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December  in  each  year  shall  be  apportioned 
by  the  commissioners  of  the  Massachusetts  School  Fund  in 
the  manner  provided  for  by  section  one  of  this  act,  and  paid 
to  the  several  towns  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  January  there¬ 
after. 

3.  The  sums  received  by  any  town  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  held  by  the  town  treasurer  and  shall  be  ex¬ 
pended  only  for  expenses  in  maintenance  of  the  public  schools 
authoiized  by  the  school  committee,  in  accordance  with  ex¬ 
isting  laws ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  keep  a 
sepai ate  account  of  all  sums  so  received  and  expended,  and 
the  school  committee  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  state 
boaid  of  education,  in  such  form  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
said  boaid,  of  the  amount  received  during  each  year,  the 
amount  expended  from  such  receipts,  the  purpose  for  which 
such  expenditures  have  been  made,  in  detail,  and  the  balance, 
if  any,  lemaining  unexpended.  And  whenever  it  appears 
that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  state  board  ot  education,  the  sums 
paid  to  any  town  have  not  been  used  in  whole  or  in  part  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  section,  or  that  they 
have  not  been  held  and  accounted  for  separately,  or  that  the 
report  thereof  herein  required  has  not  been  made,  the 
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missioners  of  the  school  fund  are  hereby  authorized  to  with¬ 
hold,  as  they  may  deem  advisable,  the  whole  or  any  part  of 
the  future  allowances  otherwise  falling  to  such  town  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

4.  The  previous  law  relative  to  the  distribution  of  the 
income  of  the  school  fund  (Revised  Laws,  chapter  41,  -sec¬ 
tions  4  and  5),  all  laws  which  provided  for  the  payment  of 
other  expenses  from  the  income  of  the  school  fund,  and  the 
law  for  the  payment  of  two  dollars  per  week  to  the  teachers 
of  exceptional  ability  (Revised  Laws,  chapter  42,  section 
30)  are  repealed. 

PLEASE  NOTE  CAREFULLY. 

1.  The  entii'e  income  of  the  school  fund  is  distributed 
to  the  towns  whose  valuations  do  not  exceed  $2,500,000. 

2.  This  will  give  to  towns  which  raise  an  amount  by 
taxation  for  schools  not  less  than  that  heretofore  raised,  ap¬ 
proximately  double  the  amount  they  have  previously  received. 

# 

3.  While  the  payment  by  the  State  of  two  dollars  a 
week  extra  to  teachers  of  exceptional  ability  is  discontinued 
after  the  close  of  die  present  term,  the  additional  amount 
these  towns  receive  will  enable  them  to  continue  the  increase, 
and  the  agents  of  the  Board  will  continue,  upon  the  requests 
of  the  school  committees  or  superintendents,  to  give  advice  as 
to  teachers  worthy  to  receive  such  increase.  The  excellent 
results  of  the  past  warrant  the  continuance  of  this  incentive  to 
good  teachers. 

4.  A  detailed  account  of  the  expenditure  of  the  amounts 
received  from  the  school  fund  must  be  made  to  the  Board  of 
Education  ;  the  failure  of  any  town  to  do  this  will  imperil  its 
receipt  of  any  portion  of  the  income. 

5.  The  intent  of  the  law  is  to  improve  the  schools,  not 
to  lessen  local  taxation,  and  the  towns  that  devote  to  school 
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purposes  the  largest  proportion  of  their  tax  will  receive  the 
largest  proportionate  amount  of  aid. 

6.  The  following  provision  of  the  Revised  Laws  (chap¬ 
ter  41,  section  6)  should  be  borne  in  mind  :  — 

No  such  apportionment  and  distribution  shall  be  made  to 
a  town  which  has  not  maintained  a  school  as  required  by  sec¬ 
tion  one  of  chapter  forty-two;  or  which,  if  containing  the 
number  of  families  or  householders  required  by  section  two  of 
said  chapter,  has  not  maintained,  for  at  least  thirty-six  weeks 
during  the  year,  exclusive  of  vacations,  a  high  school  such  as 
is  mentioned  therein  ;  or  which  has  not  made  the  returns  re¬ 
quired  by  sections  five  and  six  of  chapter  forty-three,  and 
complied  with  the  laws  relative  to  truancy  ;  or  which  has  not 
raised  by  taxation  for  the  support  of  public  schools  which  are 
authorized  or  required  by  law,  including  the  wages  of  teach¬ 
ers,  the  transportation  of  school  children,  fuel,  the  care  of 
fires,  school  rooms  and  school  premises,  supervision,  text¬ 
books  and  supplies,  and  school  sundries  or  incidentals  during 
the  school  year  embraced  in  the  last  annual  returns,  an  amount 
not  less  than  three  dollars  for  each  person  between  the  ages  of 
five  and  fifteen  years  resident  in  such  town  on  the  first  day  of 
September  of  said  school  year.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  the  School  Committee  : 

The  following  report  of  the  public  schools  of  Merrimac 
is  respectfully  submitted  : 

In  taking  up  the  work  of  supervising  the  schools  a  second 
time,  after  an  absence  of  a  year,  it  was  a  pleasure  to  find  that 
so  few  changes  had  been  made  in  the  work.  The  statement 
of  Mr.  Cutts,  in  his  report  for  last  year,  that  the  work  had 
been  “continued  in  the  same  channels,”  I  found  to  be  literal¬ 
ly  true,  and  I  fully  agree  with  him  in  his  opinion  that  it  has 
been  attended  “with  a  good  degree  of  success.”  It  was  for¬ 
tunate  that  such  was  the  case,  for  continuity  of  work  is  one  of 
the  main  elements  of  success.  Too  often  a  change  in  super¬ 
vising  officers  is  productive  of  changes  in  methods  and  courses 
which,  however  good  such  changes  may  be,  are  likely  to  re¬ 
sult  in  confusion  and  temporary  demoralization.  I  am  satis¬ 
fied  that  the  teachers  have  been  very  faithful. 

* 

While  there  has  been  little  change  in  the  work,  the  con¬ 
trary  is  true  as  regards  the  corps  of  teachers.  Miss  L.  Pearl 
Fiench  and  Miss  Mary  L.  Brown  had  secured  more  lucrative 
positions  elsewhere,  and  Miss  Etta  H.  Colby  had  withdrawn 
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temporarily  on  account  of  illness.  All  of  these  teachers  had 
been  identified  with  the  Merrimac  schools  for  many  years. 
Mr.  Vaughan  had  resigned,  and  Miss  Nettie  J.  Spofford  had 
left  the  Birch  Meadow  school  to  assume  her  professional 
duties  elsewhere.  Miss  Marion  Woodward  had  resigned  from 
the  High  school  at  the  end  of  one  year’s  service.  Shortly  af¬ 
ter  the  opening  of  the  term  in  September  Miss  Annie  F.  Dodge 
resigned  to  accept  a  position  elsewhere.  Her  place  was  filled 
by  the  transfer  of  Miss  Marion  W.  Smith  from  the  Port,  and 
Miss  Myrtle  B.  Colson,  a  new  teacher,  was  assigned  to  the 
latter  position.  Miss  S.  C.  Haskins,  who  had  succeeded  Miss 
Brown,  resigned  in  May.  She  was  succeeded  by  Miss 
Emma  M.  Ramsey  who  resigned  at  the  end  of  the  first  month 
of  the  fall  term,  and  Miss  Mae  Magoon  was  appointed  to  her 
place.  She,  too,  resigned  after  less  than  two  months’  service 
and  Miss  Sara  S.  Alley  succeeded  her.  Miss  Susanna  Sayre 
and  Miss  Annie  L.  Hosford  were  elected,  the  former  to  the 
High  school  and  the  latter  to  the  Birch  Meadow  school.  Miss 
Gertrude  A.  Hamlin  was  assigned  to  the  Bear  Hill  school  and 
Miss  Baxter  placed  temporarily  in  Miss  Colby’s  room.  Mr. 
E.  J.  Whittemore  succeeded  Mr.  Vaughan.  For  a  small 
corps  of  teachers  this  comes  pretty  near  being  a  radical 
change.  Only  six  of  those  in  service  in  1902  now  remain. 

As  will  be  readily  seen  a  corps  of  teachers  subject  to  such 
changes  can  not  be  supervised  in  exactly  the  same  way  as 
those  in  a  city  where  permanency  of  service  is  the  rule.  The 
limited  number  forbids  grade  meetings. 

Up  to  this  date  my  own  work  has  been  governed  by  the 
apparent  needs  of  each  school,  and  has  been  mainly  of  an  in¬ 
dividual  character.  This  method  I  have  found  much  more 
effective  than  the  “hit  or  miss”  plan  of  a  general  assembly. 

The  resignation  of  Miss  French  suggested  the  propriety 
of  consolidating  the  4th,  5th  and  6th  grades  in  the  interest  of 
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economy,  and  it  was  accordingly  done,  one-half  of  the  fifth 
being  assigned  to  Miss  Head  at  the  Centre,  the  other  half  to 
Miss  Smith  at  Prospect  street.  The  consolidation  has  worked 
well,  and  there  is  no  reason  why  it  should  not  be  continued, 
provided  the  number,  in  each  room  remain  as  they  are.  There 
are  some  advantages  in  having  two  grades  in  one  room, 
which  in  rooms  of  one  grade  are  gained  by  dividing  the  class 
into  two  divisions.  The  only  objections  to  the  present  ar¬ 
rangement  is  the  necessary  division  of  the  fifth  grade  between 
two  teachers  and  the  resulting  large  number  of  pupils  in  each 
room.  The  latter  objection  is  more  serious  than  the  former. 

TEXT-BOOKS. 

The  music,  grammar  and  language  books  which  had  been 
in  use  in  the  grammar  grades  for  five  or  more  years  have 
been  exchanged  for  one  publication  better  adapted  to  pupils  of 
these  schools.  I  hope  we  may  be  able  to  complete  the 
change  the  coming  year  with  the  elementary  books  in  the  in¬ 
termediate  grades.  Music  books  have  been  purchased  for 
use  in  the  High  school,  a  need  that  has  been  felt  for  a 
long  time.  Many  of  the  text  books  now  on  hand  are  badly 
worn  and  should  be  replaced  with  new  ones.  The  economy 
that  has  been  practiced  for  the  past  two  years  in  the  purchase 
of  books  is  plainly  manifest  in  the  condition  of  these  necessary 
supplies.  I  find  on  referring  to  such  bills  as  I  have  a  record 
of  that  the  expense  for  the  past  year  for  text  books  and  sup¬ 
plies  will  not  exceed  up  to  Jan.  ist  $1.13  per  pupil.  This  is 
38  cents  less  per  pupil  than  the  customary  average  annual  cost 
throughout  the  state. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

A  course  of  study  in  Language  and  Grammar  has  just 
been  issued.  Heretofore  we  have  had  to  depend  on  written 
copies.  With  the  frequent  changes  in  our  teaching  force  such 
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a  printed  course  is  necessary.  There  is  also  need  of  one  in 
geography  and  physiology. 

DRAWING. 

A  special  report  of  drawing  will  be  presented  this  year, 
as  usual,  by  the  supervisor  of  that  branch  of  instruction.  I 
wish  to  state  in  a  general  way  that  in  my  opinion  more  atten¬ 
tion  should  be  given  to  mechanical  drawing  and  designing  in 
the  High  school  than  has  been  the  custom  in  past  years.  Miss 
Rose  has  asked  for  more  time  for  this  school,  even  recom¬ 
mending  in  her  last  report  that  “if  more  time  can  not  be  given 
to  drawing  in  the  school,  it  be  given  up  entirely.”  An  at¬ 
tempt  has  been  made  this  year  to  give  more  time  to  this  school 
and  some  work  has  been  done  in  the  mechanical  line.  I  am 
told  that  few  of  our  High  school  graduates  go  to  any  higher 
educational  institution.  If  this  is  true  it  seems  especially 
proper  that  they  should  be  able  to  do  such  work  in  drafting  as 
will  give  them  enough  practical  knowledge  and  sufficient 
skill  to  enable  them  to  take  a  prominent  part  in  the  industry 
for  which  the  town  is  especially  noted. 

THE  PORT  SCHOOL. 

Some  changes  could  be  made  at  the  Port  school  which 
would  be  for  the  interest  of  all  concerned.  We  have  done 
something  this  year  but  we  can  do  more.  I  would  recom¬ 
mend  that  the  lower  room  be  occupied  by  the  school.  The 
floor  is  better  and  the  conveniences  greater.  The  cost  of 
changing  the  furniture  would  be  all  the  expense  of  such  a 
move. 

HIGH  SCHOOL. 

The  principal  of  the  High  school  will  make  his  special 
report  as  usual.  It  would  be  impossible  for  me  to  enter  into 
details  in  regard  to  the  work  of  the  school  for  the  period  pre¬ 
vious  to  September.  I  wish  to  state  that  I  fully  agree  with 
Mr.  Cutts  in  the  statement  he  made  in  last  year’s  report  when 
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he  says  that  “Every  child  who  has  ability  to  cio  High  school 
work,  should  at  least  do  four  years  of  such  work.  I  would 
make  the  first,  second  and  third  years  more  distinctively  a 
business  or  commercial  course.  Of  course  if  that  was  the  ex¬ 
tent  of  the  student’s  ambition  he  could  leave  at  the  end  of  that 
time  and  be  given,  if  thought  best,  a  certificate  of  proficiency. 

MUSIC. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  note  that  the  work  in  music  has  been 
resumed  and  that  Mrs.  Robinson  is  again  supervising  it.  Her 
report  will  be  given  as  usual. 

IN  GENERAL. 

The  morale  of  the  schools  since  September  has  been  very 
good.  There  have  been  few  if  any  cases  of  truancy,  few  dis¬ 
missals,  and  not  a  large  number  of  absences.  In  some  schools 
tardiness  exists  to  such  an  extent  as  to  constitute  an  evil,  but 
in  general  it  is  not  of  sufficient  magnitude  as  to  require  spec¬ 
ial  consideration.  The  discipline  has  been  good.  The  teach¬ 
ers  have  been  earnest  and  faithful.  The  limit  of  reasonable 
economy  in  school  administration  has  been  readied.  There 
are  few  vacant  seats  in  rooms  that  are  occupied,  the  only  ex¬ 
ception  being  at  the  Port.  Even  the  Bear  Hill  school  has  an 
enrollment  of  30,  ten  more  than  for  last  year.  The  graded 
schools  have  an  average  of  41  pupils  to  a  teacher. 

In  concluding  this  brief  report  I  wish  to  thank  you  for 
your  apparent  confidence  in  me,  your  unvarying  courtesy  and 
cordial  co-operation.  I  shall  make  it  my  effort  for  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  school  year  to  see  that  your  confidence  is  not 
misplaced. 


GEORGE  E.  CHICKERING. 
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REPORT  OF  PRINCIPAL  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

The  work  of  the  Pligh  school  for  the  year  passed  has 
been  in  a  large  degree  satisfactory.  The  attendance  is  practi¬ 
cally  the  same  as  it  was  last  year.  The  class  that  was  gradu¬ 
ated  in  June  numbered  twelve,  while  that  which  entered  in 
September  numbered  nineteen.  The  average  daily  attendance 
since  September  has  been  good,  for  the  first  three  months 
it  was  exceptionally  good.  During  the  last  month  of  the  fall 
term,  for  several  reasons,  the  average  attendance  was  con¬ 
siderably  lower.  However,  the  average  percentage  oi  at¬ 
tendance  for  the  four  months  from  September  to  Christmas 
was  96.66.  Thirteen  were  neither  absent  nor  tardy  during 
that  time,  eight  others  were  not  absent,  and  thirteen  more 
were  absent  but  once.  This  regularity  of  attendance  has  done 
much  to  secure  uniform,  and  uniformly  good,  work. 

The  average  scholarship  of  the  school  may  be  called 
good,  the  work  of  some  individuals  is  certainly  excellent. 
Two  things,  one  largely  consequent  upon  the  other,  tend  to 
prevent  the  attainment  of  the  highest  degree  of  scholarship 
possible  in  our  school.  These  things  are  too  much  social  dis¬ 
traction,  to  which  I  have  referred  in  previous  reports,  and  the 
consequent  failure  to  do  the  necessary  amount  of  home-study. 

The  amount  of  work  required  by  law,  and  the  entrance 
requirements  of  the  colleges  and  normal  schools,  are  such 
that  our  scholars  cannot  do  satisfactorily  the  work  of  the  High 
school  without  giving  more  or  less  time  each  day  to  home¬ 
work.  The  amount  of  time  that  should  be  given  to  this  work 
must  necessarily  vary  considerably  with  different  scholars,

but  no  student  in  our  school  can  do  the  work  we  are  trying  to 
do  without  some  home-study  every  day.  Under  the  present 
arrangement  of  one  session,  abundant  opportunity  is  given  for 
this  work,  and  it  should  be  done  regularly.  Almost  without 
exception,  those  who  do  the  least  amount  of  home-study  are 
those  who  need  to  do  most.  Without  some  home  restraint 
and  pressure  in  this  direction,  many  scholars  will  fail  to  do 
this  necessary  work,  and  consequently  they,  individually,  and 
the  school,  in  general,  suffer  thereby.  Our  school  is  not 
essentially  different  in  this  particular  from  other  schools  ;  it  is, 
I  believe,  our  privilege,  with  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the 
parents,  to  make  it  distinctively  superior. 

The  school  is  fail  ly  well  supplied  with  working  equip¬ 
ment,  however,  additional  maps,  apparatus  and  reference 
books  would  be  greatly  appreciated. 

The  decorations  to  our  rooms  have  received  material  ad¬ 
ditions  by  gifts  of  pictures,  which  I  wish  to  acknowledge, 
from  each  of  the  following:  Dr.  F.  E.  Sweetsir,  Miss  Grace 
G.  Newhall,  Girls’  Club,  Class  of  1903. 

We  have  abundant  reason  to  be  gratified  with  the  work  of 
the  school  in  the  past ;  we  have  even  greater  reasons  to  be 
hopeful  for  the  future.  Excellent  spirit  prevails,  there  is  a 
high  average  of  ability  in  the  school,  and  a  commendable  am¬ 
bition  is  displayed  in  the  work.  I  believe  the  school  was 
never  in  better  condition  than  now,  and  the  prospects  for  the 
future  are  certainly  gratifying. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  say  that  the  teachers  greatly  ap¬ 
preciate  the  courteous  and  willing  spirit  of  the  pupils,  and  the 

helpful  sympathy  and  co-operation  of  parents  and  school 
officials.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Merrimac: 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  report  of  the  progress  in 
Music  for  the  year  now  ending. 

Although  conditions  differed  somewhat  from  those  in 
previous  years,  at  the  beginning  of  the  September  term,  yet 
good  progress  has  been  made. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  to  individual  work,  in 
ear-training  and  sight-reading.  This  plan  has  already  yielded 
good  results,  and  quite  an  interest  is  manifested  among  the 
pupils.  The  teachers  realize  the  benefit  derived  from  such  a 
course,  and  are  doing  very  satisfactory  work  in  that  direction. 

In  nearly  every  class  we  find  pupils  deficient  in  musical 
perception.  I  would  have  them  listen  while  the  class  sing; 
this  method  affords  them  a  better  opportunity  for  mental  con¬ 
ception  than  if  they  were  singing.  This  olten  brings  satis¬ 
factory  results.  I  believe  that  every  pupil  should  be  attentive 
during  the  music  period,  for  the  tendency  of  vocal  music  is  to 
cultivate  the  feelings,  and  its  influence  is  refining. 

We  encourage  soft  singing  in  the  lower  grades  that  the 
children’s  voices  may  be  more  true  and  sweet.  All  recognize 
the  fact  that  a  well-rounded,  rich-toned  musical  voice  is  to  be 
desired,  and  all  training  should  be  in  that  line. 

We  have  done  something  in  written  work,  throughout  all 
the  grades,  such  as  writing  scales  in  all  the  keys,  short 
phrases,  sometimes  a  melody. 
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The  High  school  is  doing  good  work,  the  pupils  are  at¬ 
tentive  and  responsive.  We  all  appreciate  the  generous  re¬ 
sponse  of  the  committee  to  a  request,  asking  for  a  music  read¬ 
er  adapted  to  this  grade,  which  we  are  using,  (The  Beacon 
Series,  Coll.  No.  2).  The  music  is  of  a  high  order  and  we 
enjoy  it  very  much.  Unfortunately  this  school  gets  no  drill, 
excepting  when  the  Supervisor  visits  the  school  but  once  a 
week. 

I  express  my  thanks  to  the  teachers  for  their  efficient  help 
in  bringing  the  work  up  to  the  present  standard  ;  I  also  thank 
the  School  Board  for  their  official  support ;  to  you,  Mr. 
Superintendent,  for  your  helpfulness  and  courtesy  at  all  times.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

The  work  clone  in  the  primary  and  grammar  grades  since 
my  last  report  has  been  most  satisfactory.  The  pupils  are 
capable  of  doing  more  advanced  work  than  those  in  the  same 
grade  in  other  towns  of  the  size. 

In  accordance  with  my  suggestion,  the  work  in  the  High 
school  has  been  somewhat  changed.  The  school  is  divided 
into  two  classes  as  before.  Drawing  is  required  of  the  enter¬ 
ing  class.  A  class  in  mechanical  drawing  was  formed  at  the 
beginning  of  the  school  year,  to  which  any  pupil  might  belong 
if  it  did  not  conflict  with  other  work. 

By  omitting  my  visits  to  the  Birch  Meadow  and  Bear  Hill 
schools  I  have  been  able  to  spend  an  hour  and  twenty  minutes 
each  week  at  the  High  school.  This  is  double  the  time  that 
I  have  given  to  the  work  in  previous  years.  The  time  is  di¬ 
vided  equally  between  the  two  classes. 

Outlines  and  suggestions  have  been  sent  to  the  schools 
where  visits  have  been  discontinued  so  that  the  work  has  not 
been  altogether  neglected.  The  change  has,  so  far  as  tried, 
proved  to  be  for  the  best.  The  High  school  pupils  make 
much  better  progress  when  the  lessons  are  more  frequent,  and 
the  work  counts  for  more  there  than  in  the  ungraded  schools. 

Last  year  I  asked  for  a  small  appropriation  with  which 
to  purchase  material  for  making  groups.  I  wish  to  repeat  my 
request. 

I  take  this  occasion  to  thank  the  teachers  and  all  those 
who  have  helped  me  in  my  work  for  their  hearty  co-operation.

Under  Massachusetts  Laws,  Revised  Statutes,  1902,  Chap.  78,  Sec.  24. 


OF  CEMETERIES  AND  BURIALS. 

A  town  in  which  Cemetery  Commissioners  or  Trustees  are  chosen 
may  receive  gifts  or  bequests  for  maintaining  cemeteries  or  cemetery 
lots,  which  shall  be  paid  into  the  town  treasury  of  said  town  and  with 
the  accounts  thereof,  shall  be  kept  separate  from  the  other  money  and 
accounts  of  said  town  ;  the  town  treasurer  shall  invest  all  such  funds  in 
accordance  with  the  stipulations,  if  any  accompany  them  ;  otherwise 
he  shall  invest  them  as  ordered  by  the  Selectmen  and  Commissioners 
or  Trustees,  and  pay  the  income  therefrom  upon  their  order,  or  with 
their  approval.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 


THE  BOARD  OF  ENGINEERS 

OF  MERRIMAC  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


Merrimac,  Mass.,  Feb.  ist,  1904. 
To  the  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac  : 

The  Board  of  Engineers  submit  the  following  report  for 
the  year  ending  on  this  date. 

There  have  been  five  alarms. 

March  19th,  1903,  the  alarm  was  rung  in  from  Box  12 
for  fire  on  Grove  street  in  the  storehouse  of  the  H.  M.  Howe 
carriage  shop.  Cause  unknown.  Loss  ($500)  five  hundred 
dollars.  Insurance  ($400)  four  hundred  dollars.  Isaac  Pen- 
dergast’s  loss  on  contents  stored  in  the  building  was  ($900) 
nine  hundred  dollars ;  insurance  ($300)  three  hundred  dol¬ 
lars.  Loss  of  H.  O.  Delano,  twenty  dollars  ($20)  ;  no  in¬ 
surance.  Loss  on  building  of  John  E.  Currier,  ($150)  ;  no 
insurance.  Loss  on  building  of  Robert  Farra,  ($25.00)  ;  no 
insurance. 

July  4th,  1903,  false  alarm. 

September  3d,  1903,  an  alarm  was  sent  in  from  Box  13 
at  6.05  o’clock  a.  m.,  for  fire  in  the  carriage  factory  of  the 
Walker  Carriage  Co.,  corner  of  Main  and  Liberty  streets.  On 
arriving  at  the  fire  the  engineers  immediately  sent  in  a  second 
alarm  calling  the  Merrimacport  company,  and  owing  to  the 
danger  to  surrounding  property,  and  feeling  we  might  not  be 
able  to  subdue  the  fire  with  the  limited  means  which  we  have 
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to  do  with,  we  immediately  called  for  help  from  Haverhill 
and  Amesbury.  Chief  Gordon  of  Haverhill  responded  in 
quick  time  with  a  steamer  and  hose  wagon  and  several  men 
and  rendered  valuable  assistance.  Chief  Manning  of  Ames- 
bury  responded  with  a  hose  wagon  and  several  men,  but  ow¬ 
ing  to  a  misunderstanding  in  regard  to  the  state  road  being 
impassable,  did  not  bring  the  steamer,  but  his  men  took  hold 
and  did  good  work.  When  we  sent  to  Chief  Gordon  and 
Chief  Manning  for  their  bills  they  notified  us  that  we  were 
welcome  to  what  they  had  done.  Therefore  wre  returned  to 
them  a  vote  of  thanks  in  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  the  town  of 
Merrimac.  Damage  to  the  building  was  ($6,700)  ;  insurance 
($5,000)  ;  damage  tocontents  ($18,900) ,  instirance($2i ,500)  ; 
The  fire  started  in  the  blacksmith  shop  around  a  forge.  Ow¬ 
ing  to  the  good,  hard  and  faithful  manner  in  which  the  fire¬ 
men  worked  and  the  willingness  with  which  the  citizens  took 
hold  and  helped  we  were  able  to  subdue  the  fire  with  compar¬ 
atively  small  loss  considering  the  dangerous  location  of  the 
fire. 

November  12th,  1903,  an  alarm  was  rung  in  from  Box 
13  at  2.45  o’clock  a.  m.,  for  fire  on  the  Birch  Meadow  road  in 
the  building  owned  and  occupied  by  Moses  W.  Thompson  in 
which  the  house  and  barn  were  destroyed  with  the  contents  of 
the  barn.  Damage  to  buildings  ($7,000)  ;  insurance  ($2,650). 
Value  of  contents  ($5,500)  ;  insurance  ($2,400).  Cause  un¬ 
known. 

November  10th,  1903,  an  alarm  was  rung  in  for  burglars. 

The  fire  apparatus  consists  of  one  steam  fire  engine,  hose 
wagon,  hook  and  ladder  truck,  hand  engine  and  hose  reel,  and 
seven  chemicals  which  are  all  in  good  condition  and  excellent 
working  order. 

We  have  purchased  two  Underwriter  fire  extinguishers  of 
regular  fire  department  size,  No.  7,  and  placed  them  on  the 
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truck,  and  placed  one  of  the  Star  extinguishers  at  Merrimac- 
port  as  they  only  had  one. 

We  have  had  the  hook  and  ladder  truck,  of  which  the 
two  long  sills  were  broken,  repaired  and  braces  put  on  the 
ladder  rollers  and  we  now  consider  the  truck  in  good  condition 
and  stronger  than  ever. 

We  have  had  250  feet  of  unserviceable  hose  repaired 
which  now  gives  us  3,450  feet  of  hose.  We  have  also  pur¬ 
chased  12  new  spanner  belts  for  hosemen. 

We  have  put  in  a  new  stove  in  the  basement  uuder  the 
steamer  as  the  old  one  was  all  falling  to  pieces,  caused  by 
water  and  dampness  which  collects  in  the  basement  every 
spring,  and  owing  to  the  long  and  severe  cold  season  which 
we  have  had  we  think  it  lucky  that  we  did,  as  we  would  have 
been  unable  to  keep  the  steamer  from  freezing  up  with  one 
stove. 

We  regret  to  say  that  the  extensive  repairs  on  the  steam¬ 
er  amounting  to  $38.90,  spoken  of  in  last  year’s  report  had  to 
be  paid  out  of  this  year’s  appropriation. 

On  account  of  repairs  which  we  were  forced  to  make  on 
buildings  we  have  been  obliged  to  overdraw.  We  have  had  a 
new  gravel  roof  put  on,  repaired  the  hose  tower  and  put  in 
new  sills  under  the  front  and  one  side  of  the  building,  and  re¬ 
paired  the  concrete  which  had  to  be  torn  up.  The  sills  were 
completely  rotted  away  and  it  is  a  miricle  how  they  stood  the 
strain  as  long  as  they  did. 

The  buildings  are  badly  in  need  of  repair  and  should  be 
repaired  just  as  soon  as  possible  as  it  is  poor  economy  to  let 
the  buildings  go  to  pieces  for  the  want  of  repair  and  as  the 
surplus  which  we  may  have  left,  if  any,  from  our  regular  ap¬ 
propriation  is  so  small  it  would  take  a  number  of  years  to  put 
them  in  any  kind  of  condition.  Therefore  we  hope  that  the 
citizens  of  the  town  will  grant  us  the  request  for  a  small  ap- 
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propriation  for  repairing  the  buildings,  which  we  ask  for  in 
the  town  warrant.  Knowing  that  perhaps  two-thirds  of  the 
citizens  of  the  town  do  not  know  the  condition  of  the  build¬ 
ings,  we  extend  to  one  and  all  a  cordial  invitation  to  visit  the 
engine  house,  look  it  over,  and  we  think  you  will  be  con- 
vinced  and  agree  with  us  that  something  ought  to  be  done  and 
done  without  further  delay.

MERRIMAC  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

In  presenting  the  28th  annual  report  of  the  Merrimac 
Public  Library  the  Trustees  do  so  with  the  hope  that  the  libra¬ 
ry  is  managed  to  the  satisfaction  of  all,  and  that  it  is  a  source 
of  benefit  as  well  as  pleasure  to  its  patrons. 

The  books  are  in  good  condition  and  none  have  been  lost 
during  the  year  ;  the  cost  per  book  in  circulation  is  small  com¬ 
pared  to  other  Libraries  in  the  State  ;  more  interest  seems  to 
have  been  taken  in  the  Library  during  the  past  year  than  for 
several  years,  and  your  Trustees  hope  to  still  further  increase 
the  interest,  and  can  do  so  only  by  furnishing  popular,  useful 
and  instructive  books. 

The  Library  has  been  opened  during  the  year  98  times, 
which  is  four  times  more  than  usual,  the  Trustees  having  de¬ 
cided  it  wise  to  open  the  rooms  one  day  each  week  during 
August,  which  has  not  been  done  for  some  years. 

A  total  of  9,096  volumes  have  been  put  in  circulation,  an 
increase  of  about  450  over  last  year,  the  average  delivery  was 
93,  and  the  largest  for  any  one  day  170.
